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“ELE MUST INCREASE, but I must decrease” (John iii. 30). 

THIS IS THE SECRET of spiritual growth. We do not grow 
except to grow less and make room for Him. The secret of 
spiritual progress is the Cross, The power of seli-displacc- 
ment is renunciation and self-sacrifice and the blessed art of 
appropriating Christ in every place where we used to count 
upon our own resources. There are three steps in spiritual 
progress: The first is our insufficiency; the second is His all- 
sufficiency, and then the third is our efficiency through Him 
for all things to which He calls us in His holy will and prov- 
idence.

THE KINGDOM AND THE CHURCH 


“For where two or three are gathered together in My name, there 
am I in the midst of them” (Matt. xviii, 20). 

Up ro this point in the Gospel of Matthew, the Lord Jesus 
had not referred to the Church. He had frequently spoken 
of the Kingdom of Heaven, but the Church is mentioned for 
the first time in Matthew xvi., 18: “Upon this rock will I build 
my Church.” And here again in the eighteenth chapter he 
refers more particularly to the authority and discipline of the 
Church. 

This naturally suggests the question, What is the difference 
between the Kingdom and the Church? The Kingdom is the 


- larger term denoting the whole revelation of God’s plan during 


the Christian age up to the coming of the Lord and includjng 
His advent and reign. The Church is a narrower term, de- 
noting the body of believers called out from the world and 
united to Him as their Head and whom He is preparing for the 
high destiny of His bride. 

The Greek word for church, ekklesia, literally means called 
out. The primary idea of the word is separation. As you 
will note in the New Testament, this word seems to have two 
distinct applications. First, it denotes a particular congrega- 
tion of believers in one place, as, for example, the church in 
Jerusalem, the church in Samaria, the church in Antioch, Sec- 
ondly, it also denotes the whole body of believers, and is so 
nsed when it is said “Christ loved the church and gave Him- 
self for it,” and other similar passages. It is never used to 
denote a Christian Denomination, as the Baptist, the Meth- 
odist, the Presbyterian Church. That is purely human appli- 
cation of the term. While the Lord’s forbearance graciously 
tolerates our sectarian divisions, they have no warrant what- 
ever, in the Holy Scriptures, It is not worth our while to 
quarrel with them, as the Lord’s coming will soon end these 
sad divisions in the blessed re-wmion of the children of God 
in the “general assembly and Church of the first born;” but 
all the same, it is well for us to understand the true meaning 
and limitations of the words used to describe the Church of 
Christ. 

These two passages in the sixteenth and cighteenth chapters 
of Matthew contain much important teaching respecting the 
Church of Christ: 

Y¥. The Founding of the Church. This takes us back to 
the cighteenth verse of the sixteenth chapter of Matthew: 
“And I say unto thee, that thou art Peter, and upon this rock 
will I build my Church, and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” It is needless to say that this passage has given 
occasion for centuries of theological controversy. Long be- 
fore the days of the Papacy, however, the Christian Fathers, 
like Jerome and Augustine, had suggested the interpretation 
which we venture to give, and which leaves no ground what- 
ever for the primacy of Peter as the head of the Church on 
earth. Even the least learned reader of the English Bible can 
easily see that any power and authority given to Peter in this 
verse was equally given to the other disciples in the eighteenth 
chapter, where He says of all of them: “Whatsoever ye shall 
bind on earth shall be bound in Heaven, and whatsoever ye 
shall loose on earth shall be loosed in Heaven.” 

But turning. to the passage itself, we find a very delicate 
and striking distinction in the two words. Petros signifies a 
stone, Peter a rock; that is the bed-rock from which the stone 
is cut. Now, the Lord Jesus Christ says: “Thou are Petros, 
the stone, and upon this Petra, the bedrock from which this 


little stone has been cut, I will build my Church.” No mason 
would think of buifding a lofty and stable edifice on a shifting 
stone ; it is the solid rock that he seeks for a foundation. Peter 
is the stone, but Christ Himself is the rock; and as some of 
the Fathers very wisely suggested, in saying this, the Lord 
Jesus must have pointed to Himself in distinction from Peter. 

This distinction gives a very fine meaning to the passage. 
Peter himself, in his own epistle, carries out the same idea 
where he speaks of Jesus Christ as the Living Stone, and says 
with great beauty, “Unto whom coming as unto a Living 
Stone; ye also as lively stones are built up a spiritual house.” 
Here we have the separate stones and individual saints and 
the great foundation Stone, the Lord Jesus Christ Himself. 
Very distinctly does the Apostle Paul also refer to this when 
he says: “Other foundation can no man lay than that which 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 

Christ, therefore, is the true foundation of the Church, and 
only as we are united to Him do we belong to the true Church. 
It is not our theology, our profession, our baptism, or our 
confirmation that makes us members of His Church, but our 
vital union with Him, our Living Head. 

But not only is He the founder; He is also the Builder of 
the Church. “On this rock will I build my Church.” Only 
the Holy Spirit can truly attach souls to this Living Head. 
All otner work is called by the Apostle “wood, hay and stub- 
ble,” and will perish amid the awful tests of the last day. In 
the account of the Church at Pentecost it is finely said, “The 
Lord added to the Church daily such as were being saved ;” 
and in the same connection it is added a little later in the same 
book of Acts: “And believers were the more added to the Lord, 
multitudes both of men and women.” 

II. The Constitution of the Church, This is finely ex- 
pressed in the text which we have quoted above. “Where two 
or three are gathered together in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them.” It is this which constitutes the Christian 
Church, a company of true believers gathered together, not in, 
but unto, the name of the Lord. It is not unto the name of 
some human leader or sect, but the name of the Lord; He is 
the true Head and front of His own Church, and even a little 
company of true believers thus gathered unto His name really 
constitute the New Testament Church, although there may 
be neither bishop nor presbytery nor high authority, nor long 
tradition nor illustrious human names, Where there are even 
two or three so gathered unto His name, there is always one | 
more, 

The expression “there am I in the midst,’ denotes much 
more than the spiritual presence of the Lord Jesus in the hearts 
of individual believers. That is always true, but this is some- 
thing quite different, It is the Lord Jesus “in the midst,” 
as well as in the heart: it is the presence of the Head of the 
Church, the King of Kings, the Lord of Lords, the Glorious 
One, who is “Head over all things for His body and the 
Church.” And He is in the midst not only by His Holy” 
Spirit, but in His providence, in His power and with all the 
authority of His kingly rights as the Son of God and Media- 
torial Lord and King. He is in the midst, as He was at the 
Red Sea, at the Jordan, and on the day of Pentecost. He is 
in the midst to clothe with His authority, to anoint with His 
Spirit, to defend by His power and to sanction with His name 
that which is done in that name and for His glory. 

What a dignity it confers upon the humblest Christian as- 
sembly, and what a simplicity it gives to our equipment in the

great work of evangelizing the world for Christ. We do not 
need to wait for ecclesiastical dignitaries or depend upon 
human forms and ceremonies, but in the heart of heathendom 
a little flock may meet in the Master’s name and know that 
its acts and ordinances are as sacred and effective as though 
they were done in the most venerable cathedral or the most 
imposing ecclesiastical council. 

IH. The Discipline of the Church. The Lord Jesus has 
provided for the government and purity of His Church, and 
He has given authority to His servants to remove from this 
fellowship everything in opposition with its holy character. 
He has invested this discipline with the most sacred and bind- 
ing authority, and He tells us in this passage that what we bind 
on earth He will bind in Heaven, and what we loose on earth 
He will loose in Heaven. When the wilful and disobedient 
disciple refuses to yield to loving admonition and persists in 
some sinful and un-Christian course, the Master has given to 
His people the right and the power to remove that member 
and hand him over to the divine chastening until he shall 
truly repent; and He tells us here that such an act on the part 
of the Church of God will be followed by the Lord’s effectual 
dealing with all such cases. It will not be merely a matter 
of outward excommunication or public censure, but God’s hand 
will deal with the offender through temporal judgment with a 
view to bringing the guilty one to repentance, or, as the 
Apostle evpressed it in another place, “for the destruction of 
the flesh that the spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” my ee 

But He also tells us that discipline must be the last resort 
and not the first. Therefore He says: “If thy brother trespass 
against thee, go and tell him of his fault between thee and him 
alonc.”’ There is to be personal dealing first, tender, loving 
admonition and appeal; but if this fails, then He says: “Take 
with the one or two others that in the mouth of two or three 
witnesses every word may be established.” Then, if this 
united appeal should fail, “tell it to the Church,” and “if he 
neglect the Church, let him be unto thee as an heathen man 
and publican.” 

Here we learn that our Christian attitude with the erring 
brother is always to deal with him personally and alone. We 
have no right to speak even to another of our brother’s faults 
and offenses until! we have first dealt with him ourselves in 
loving faithfulness, It is only when this course has failed 
that we are permitted to resort to more rigid discipline. The 
Lord Jesus has made this the law of the Christian Church. 
Oh, how better it would be if His people would really live up 
to it! What a certain preventive it would be to the slander, 
the evil speaking, the strife and often the falling away of 
brethren who might have been saved by true obedience to the 
loving and wise commandment of the Master. Shall we take 
His message to us, here and henceforth thus deal with our 
erring brethren and prove to the world that the resources 
of the Church of Jesus Christ are adequate for her preserva- 
tion, purity and power? 

IV. The Spirit of Love and Forgiveness. The Lord Jesus 
proceeds from this point to unfold to His disciples the law of 
love in the form of a striking parable, “the Unmerciful Serv- 
ant.” The design of this parable is to show the estimation 
in which the Lord holds the spirit of charity and forgiveness 
and His indignation against all uncharitableness, censorious- 
ness and harsh judging among brethren. The two unpar- 
donable sins of the New Testament are unbelief in Christ and 
unlovingness toward our brethren, and we cannot claim for- 
giveness of the Lord unless we are equally forgiving one to 


the other. 
one chief secret of the extraordinary success of the early 


Even the infidel, Gibbon, was forced to admit that’ 
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Church, notwithstanding the severest persecutions, was the 
mutual love of the brethren, a spectacle wholly new to the 
world and an armor that will ever prove invincible against 
human criticism and Satanic hate. A church without love 
would be as great a contradiction as a home without affection 
or a Heaven without God. 

V. The Fellowship of the Church. The fellowship of 
prayer is next referred to as the real source of power in the 
Christian Church. ‘Again I say unto you, that if two of you 
shall agree on earth as touching anything that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my Father which is jn Heaven.”— 
Verse 19. This is the real purpose of the union of Christian 
hearts in the Church of God. Jt is to bring them together in 
the fellowship of divine prayer. There is an added power in 
the element of union; there is something in the prayer of two 
harmonious hearts that does not seem to be promised even to 
the prayer of one. But they must be in unison. The word 
vagree” in the Greek is “symphonize;” it is a phrase which 
denotes a musical chord, and is the most perfect expression of 
harmony. It is more than unison; it is the unison of different 
notes; it is an accord of hearts that are individually distinct 
yet spiritually one. Only the Holy Spirit can produce such 
harmony. He is the true author of prayer, and Tle does it 
by laying it upon different hearts that they shall be truly one. 

In the fine picture given us in the Book of Zechariah of the 
Church of Christ in the image of the seven lamps in the temple, 
we have this figure of the two golden pipes conveying oil 
from the living olive trees to the bowl of the lamp. That 
was the one feature of the symbol that impressed the prophet 
as he gazed upon the vision. “What are those two golden 
pipes,” he asked, “that bring the oil into the lamps?” and the 
answer was: “Those are two anointed ones that stand before 
the God of the whole earth.” Literally these are the “two 
sons of oil.” This surely represents the unity of prayer on 
the part of God’s children. It would scem as if the Lord had 
required such unity as essential to effective prayer. Perhaps 
we shall some day find that no blessing ever reaches us from 
the Throne which does not come through some one’s prayer, 
and thus gives occasion for the name of Jesus Christ to be 
honored and glorified before all Heaven. 

In the story of the early Church we have some remarkable 
instances of the power of united prayer. We arc told how, 
after an outbreak of bitter persecution, they went unto their 
own company and unitedly called upon God, and it is added: 
“When they prayed, the place was shaken where they were 
assembled together, and they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the Word of God with boldness. And 
with great power gave the Apostles witness of the resurrec- 
tion of the Tord Jesus, and great grace was upon them aif.” 
This was in direct answer to a service of united prayer. 

We read again in the twelfth chapter of Acts a similar in- 
stance. The Apostle Peter was held in prison, caged like an 
animal, to be brought out on the great festival of Easter and 
publicly butchered before the crowd to make a more distin- 
guished holiday, and the simple but eloquent verse is added: 
“But prayer was made without ceasing of the Church unto 
God for him.” We know what followed; not only the mirac- 
ulous deliverence of Peter, but soon after the fearful death of 
Herod, his persecutor; and the chapter ends with the remark- 
able but brief record, “But the Word of God grew and multi- 
plied.” This has ever been and will ever be the secret of the 
Church’s power. 

A few months ago we were told by Dr. Torrey the secret 
of the remarkable religious revival which at present is attend- 
ing his ministry abroad. A few years ago some Christian

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Salvation, Sanctification, Divine Healing, The Lord’s Coming 


THE SECRET OF SANCTIFICATION 
BY DR. F, GODET 


The following striking paper on the Secret 
of Sanctification in Christ is translated from 
the German and reprinted in a recent number 
of Sabbath Readings. It expresses the very 
heart of the teaching of the Alliance on the 
Deeper Life, with much simplicity and help- 
fulness. 

The sixth chapter of the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans makes us understand the imperious obli- 
gation of holiness which results for the Chris- 
tian conscience from the fact of justification: 
in the eight chapter the apostle unveils for us 
the divine force which renders the justified one 
capable of sattsfying this obligation. 

“The Spirit of life which is in Jesus Christ 
has freed me from the law of sin and of 
death. For that which was impossible to the 
Jaw, because it was weak in the flesh, God has 
done; having sent His Son in a. flesh like our 
sinful flesh and (as an offering) for sin, He 
has condemned sin in the flesh, in order that 
the righteousness of the law might be accom- 
plished in us, who walk not according to the 
flesh, but according to the Spirit’ (Rom. viii. 
2-4). . . 

This passage causes us to penctrate into 
the divine workshop where is wrought out the 
work of Christian sanctification. God com- 
ménced by sending His Son in flesh like ours 
to make pérfect holiness an accomplished fact 
in the flesh itself, and thus to condemn sin by 
signalizing it as that which must not be, and 
by excluding it from that very part of our be~ 
ing (the flesh) where it had chosen its domi- 
cile in us, and from whence it extends its reign 
over all our faculties. This work once accom- 
plished in Jesus Himself emanates from His 
glorified person as a life-giving power. It is 
His Spirit which achieves in us the same vic- 
tory which Jesus achieved in His own person 
and makes actual in our life, as Jesus made it 
in His, the righteousness demanded by the 
law; on the sole condition that we take for 
the rule of our conduct, not our flesh, but His 
Spirit. 

Our holiness is not, then, a simple imitation 
of that of Jesus which we acquire by our own 
resolutions; it is His holiness itself, the holi- 
ness that He acquired here below as the result 
of conflicts and sacrifices, and which He com- 
municates to us from the bosom of His glory. 

It is the human life such as He has made it 
in His person, exempt from sin and pleasing 
to God, which He reproduces in us by His 
Spirit. Prototype of this new life, Fle is at the 
same time the source and author of it in the 
soul of the believer. He causes His own image 
to shine in the heart of him who contemplates 
Him with faith; He even makes it radiate there 
with such power that it becomes alive in him, 
that it there becomes the new man, and that 
the believer is thus transfigured “from glory to 
glory as by the Lord who is spirit (II. Cor. iii 
18). 

Jesus had Himself indicated this relation 
which was one day to exist between His holi- 
ness and ours in this word, often considered 
obscure, but which after all that has been said 
seems to me very clear: “I sanctify Myself 
for them, in order that they also may be sanc- 
tified in the truth.” In other words: “The holi- 
ness which I-work out in My own life will be- 
come theirs by the communication of it which 
I will make to them; and they will be truly 
holy like Me.” 

Jesus has embodied the same truth in the 
mysterious figures of speech: to drink Iits 
blood, to eat His flesh, which evidently refer, 
according to the explanation which He Himself 
gives (John vi. 63), to the operation by which 
the Spirit appropriates to the believer His flesh ; 





that is to say, Ilis life consecrated to God, and 
His blood; that is to say, Ilis death for sin, 
and the death fo sin which is implied in it. 
a ak * * * * * * 
What is the work of the Holy Spirit? It is 
to communicate Christ to us with all that be- 
longs to Him, and to cause Him to live again 
in us, as a grain of wheat, dead in the earth, 
lives again by the force of nature in each of 
the grains which the ear bears. 
* * * * * * x * 


Our sanctification is not really ourselves 
changing and becoming better—for after fifty 
years of faithful work it happens to us to find 
ourselves all of a sudden, when our own na- 
ture resumes the upper hand, as bad as a half 
century before—, it is Him, Hlim being bom 
and growing in us in such a way as to fill our 
heart and banish gradually our natural me, 
our “old man,’ which itself does not become 
better, and has nothing else to do but to perish. 

How does this species of incarnation by 
which Christ Himself becomes our new self 
take place in practice? By a process free and 
moras which Jesus has described in a word 
that astonishes us, because it puts His sancti- 
fication almost’ on the same footing as ours: 
“As the living Father has sent Me, and I live 
by the Father, so he that eatheth Me, he also 
shal] live by Me.” 

Jesus nourished Himself of the Father who 
had sent Ilim, and lived by Him. That signi- 
fies, without doubt, that each time He had 
to act or speak, He commenced by annihilating 
Himself; then He allowed the. Father to will, 
to think, to act, to be everything in Him. In 
like manner, when we are called to do an act 
or to pronounce a word we should commence 
by annuling ourselves in the presence of Jesus; 
and after having suppressed in ourselves by 
an energetic action every desire of our own, 
every thought of our own, every activity of our 
own, to let Jesus manifest in us His will, His 
wisdom, His force. It is thus that we live by 
Him, as He lived by the Father, that we eat 
Him (it is the figure of which He makes use), 
as He nourished Himself of the Father. 

The procedure of Jesus and ours are identi- 
cal, only that of Jesus had to do directly with 
God because He was in direct communion with 
Him, whereas ours addresses itself to Jesus, 
because it is with Him that the believer com- 
municates directly, and it is by Him only that 
we can find the living Father. There is the 
secret, generally so little understood, of Chris- 
tion sanctification. 

But no one can know how to practice this 
supreme art without taking from the beginning 
the glorious position which is made for us in 
Jesus Christ by justification as Paul teaches 
it. When this apostle wishes to teach us how 
one succeeds in dying to sin and living to 
God, see how he expresses it: “Count that you 
are dead to sin and alive to God in Jesus Christ 
our Saviour.” . . . Faith rises us in some sort 
at a single bound to the royal position which 
Jesus Christ now occupies and which in Him 
is already ours. From thence we see sin un- 
der our fect. There we taste the life of God 
as our true essence in Jesus Christ. 

Reason says, Become holy in order to be 
so. Faith says, You are holy; therefore be- 
come so. You are holy in Christ; become holy 
in your own person. Or as Paul says to the 
Colossians: “You are dead; therefore mortify 
(put to death) your earthly members.”

TESTIMONY 


The Lord said, “Yc shall be witnesses unto 
Me,” and I feel inclined to testify of His grace 
to me. In the fall of 1900, while living at Trin- 
idad, Colorado, I was taken with a fever, from 
which I did not fully recover until the next 
spring. I had a breach, and during my sickness 
it became necessary to have a severe surgical 
operation performed. I was getting well up in 
years, being sixty-four years old, and these two 
afflictions so reduced me that I could no long- 
er work. I hada married daughter in the 
Panhandle of Texas, who offered us a home, 
and we concluded to go there. I had learned 
to see in Jesus a perfect Saviour for both soul 
and body. He had cured me of the tobacco 
habit, and in other ways had given me tokens 
of His grace, but I had not been able to fully 
trust Him in this sickness. I felt weak, and 
the thought of going into that new country, 
away from any physician’s reach, and away 
from church privileges, and becoming depend- 
ent upon others, seemed a burden greater than 
I could bear, and I went to the Lord and pour- 
ed out my heart to Him concerning it. and 
He greatly comforted me, assuring me that He 
would go with me and be my Physician, and 
my help in al] things. 

We went on the C. & S. R. R. to a point a 
little south of the north line of Texas, where 
my son-in-law was to meet me. There were 
four of us, and with the goods we took along 
it so filled the wagon that he and myself had 
to sit on a box at the front of the wagon and 
let out feet hang over in front. The roads 
were rough; and one night, just before camping 
the front wheels dropped into a deep rut. It 
stopped the mules and caused the tongue of the 
wagon to be raised so that the doubletrees 
cames up even with our feet, my heel was 
against the end of the bottom board of the wag- 
on, the mule opposite to me suddenly gave a 
lunge, throwing the other end of the double- 
tree back, with great force against the instep 
of my foot, crushing it with all the power of 
the mule against the end of the wagon, so hard, 
in fact, that it broke the board where my heel 
rested. It caused me great pain, but I did not 
know how severe the injury was. We were 
close to our camping place, and a doctor had 
settled here not long before, who, I think was 
to bear witness for the Lord concerning the 
extent of the injury. 

My son-in-law went after him and the wom- 
en got my shoe and stocking off. When he 
came he took my foot between his hands and 
with a thumb on each side my foot pressed 
back and forth. He said that it was crushed 
and that I must not attempt to walk on it. I 
could feel the bones grate as he pressed it. 
They went back to the house to arrange to 
have me sleep there that night, the women got 
down and began the supper, and I sat there 
thinking of what it meant to me—another 
long seige of pain and sickness, and probably 
to be a helpless, cripple the rest of my life. It 
seerned more than I could could bear, and 1 
got down by the side of the wagon and poured 
out my heart to God. I told Him I could not 
bear it. Ile would have to take that burden. 
He reminded me of the promise He had given 
me, I hardly know how it happened, but T 
seemed inspired to get up and walk, and as I 
started I seemed to be uplifted so that I felt 
as light as a feather, the foot felt numb for 
the first step or two, then the blood seemed to 
surge back and forth and the pain stopped. 
I met the men coming back and the doctor 
chided me for trying to walk, but I told him 
the Lord had healed me. He got down and 
examined my foot, but could find nothing 
wrong, not even a scratch, or the slightest 
bruise, he turned, without a word, and went 
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back to the house. The Lord had indeed healed 
me, but not many have been willing to believe 
my testimony. The devil still tries at times to 
tempt me concerning it, but he has not suc- 
ceeded, for I continually abide in the Lord.

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Baily Srriptue Readings for the Week 


MONDAY. 


Abraham's Faith. Read Genesis xvii. 1-8. 


This is a fine picture of the steps of faith. 
God enters into a covenant with His servant 
in this chapter and requires of him three steps 
of boldest faith. God’s covenant is marked by 
three distinct tenses. 

The first is the future tense: “TI will make 
My covenant between Me and thee.” God's 
promises always begin with the future. 

But He next speaks in the present’ tense: 
“As for Me, behold My covenant is with thee.” 
Faith always moves from the future into the 
present. Hope expects, faith accepts. We are 
not believing in God so long as we are hoping 
that the blessing will come to us some time, 
faith takes it now, this moment. 

The next step is the perfect tense. “The 
father of many nations have I made thee.” The 
moment God speaks, His word passes into a 
deed, a settled transaction, and He talks of it 
as if it were already accomplished even though 
it may be still far in the future. Abraham ac- 
cepted this and henceforth treated God’s pro- 
mise for all the coming years as though it were 
already fulfilled. This is what God expects 
of us, the children of Abraham and the man of 
faith. 

The reason that Abraham could thus count 
upon God was because of the glorious name by 
which God revealed Himself to His servant. 
‘am El Shadai,” he said, “the Almighty God. 
Walk before Me and be thou perfect,” 

Dear reader, may God help thee thus to trust 
and thus to walk with God. 


TUESDAY 


The Steps of Abraham, Read Romans iv. 
9-22. 

This is the New Testament version of Abra- 
ham’s faith. There are four striking points 
about it. 

First. It was faith without works. Read v. 
2 to 5. Faith and works essentially differ. 
Work means the best that we can do, faith 
the best that God can do, and they are as far 
apart as the heaven is above the earth. 

Second. Faith without sight. Abraham be- 
lieved in God without seeing any evidence of it 
for a long time, but he trusted in Him “who 
calleth those things which be not as though 
they were” (v. 17}, and so we read again, “he 
considered not his own body now dead.” He 


did not look at seemings though they were all 
against him, but he looked beyond all human 
probabilities to the Mighty Power and pleasure 
of God, and he acted in his faith as if the thing 
he could not see were a literal and visible fact. 

Third. Faith without doubt. “He staggered 
not at the promise of Gad through unbelief 
but was strong in faith, giving glory to God 
and being fully persuaded that what he had 
promised he was also able to perform,” and so 
faith does not doubt. The element of doubt is 
fatal to it. We do not need a great deal of 
faith, but we need the right kind, and the Lord 
says that “if we have faith even as a grain of 
mustard seed and doubt not in our heart, we 
ean command the mightiest forces.” 

These were the steps of our Father Abraham. 
It was for this that God loved him and blessed 
him and made him the father of all believers. 
Shall we truly follow in these footsteps of faith 
and share hig blessing? 

Fourth. It was not written for his sake 
alone, “but for us also to whom it shall be 
imputed if we believe on Him that raised up 
Jesus, our Lord, from the dead.” 


WEDNESDAY 


The Greatest Thing in the World. Read 
I. Cor. iii: 1-13. 


Tf thirteen is an unlucky number, it has sure- 


ly been transfigured by its association with 
this chapter, for it is the thirteenth chapter and 
it has thirteen verses in it, and surely it is the 
most precious and helpful chapter in all the 
New. Testament. It tells us about the pre- 
eminence of love. It is greater than all gifts, 
all works, all sacrifices. It is the very life of 
heaven, the nature of God and the source and 
substance of all holiness, righteousness and 
goodness. The space allotted to us in this 
daily reading would not suffice even to write a 
preface about this glorious chapter. All we 
can do is to mark some notes of emphasis. 

1. Let us note that the love He has spoken 
of is not the emotion of human love; it is 
divine love, it is the love that God gives 
through His Moly Spirit. It is a grace, not a 
virtue. It is not indigenous to the human 
heart, but it is an exotic transplanted from the 
soil of heaven. 

2. Note again that if you read the name of 
Christ into every verse where charity occurs 
you will get a perfect picture of the Master’s 
character, and then you will see how we can 
learn to love and having Christ and letting 
Him live out His life with us. 

3. You will also notice how many negatives 
there #re; how many things love does not do. 
O! if we could simply not do and see and feel 
things, more than half our life would be love. 

4. And notice again that much of the minis- 
try of love is passive, it is a_ suffering life. 
“Love suffereth long and yet is kind, love 
beareth all things, endureth all things.” 

5. Once more there is a fine key to the vic~ 
tories* of love*in the seventh verse. It is be- 
cause love “believeth and hopeth all things” 
that she is able to endure all things. So let us 
trust and love. 


THURSDAY 


The Millennial Age. Read Psalm Ixvii. 


This beautiul psalm contains a picture of 
of the Lord’s coming and the blessing which 
that glorious advent is to bring to mankind. 
The pslam contains a fine programme of the 
divine plan. In interpreting it, let us remem- 
ber that the “people” here always means Israel 
and the “nations” the Gentiles. Thus reading 
the psalm we have: 

1. The manifestation of Christ in the Gospel 
Age. “God be merciful and bless us and cause 
His face to shine upon us.” The coming of 
Jesus Christ was the shining of God’s face in 
mercy upon the world. 

2. The Christian Age. “That they may be 
known upon earth, thy saving health among all 
nations.” That is a picture of the Christian 
age. God’s way is the way of salvation through 
Jesus Christ and revealed in the Gospel. His 
saving health is the great salvation which 
brings life and healing to the nations. It is the 
business of this age to proclaim it and spread 
it abroad. 

3. The Preservation of Israel (v. 3). “Let 
the people praise thee, O! God, let all the peo- 
ple praise thee,” that is, the chosen people and 
His ancient people who are to be restored at 
the close of the Christian age to their ancient 
glory and the favor of heaven. 

4. The Millennial blessing and the reign of 
Jesus Christ. Verse iv: “O let the nations be 
glad and sing for joy for thou shalt judge the 
people righteously and govern the nations upon 
earth.” This is a picture of this world after 
Jesus Christ shall have come again, when He 
shall rule over Israel and the nations and the 
world shall be filled with joy and praise, This 
is repeated in the next two verses and ampli- 
fied: “Then shalt the earth yield her increase 
and God, even our own God, shall bless us; 
God shall bless us and all the ends of the earth 
shall fear Him.” 

Beautiful vision of earth’s Golden Age.

FRIDAY 


The Prayer of Faith. Read James v. 14 te 
the end. 

Here is God’s prescription for the healing 
of sickness under the Gospel. 

First, the patients. “Is any sick among 
you?” There is no doubt that this means phy- 
sical diseases, but it is sickness among God’s 
children. This is not the unbeliever or a man 
of the world, but a servant of Christ. The 
Lord has made provision for the healing of His 
own people as well as their salvation. 

Second. The ministry of healing. It is not 
a physician that is to be sent for, but a 
spiritual offer of the Church: “Let him call 
for the elders of the Church,” and they are not 
to prescribe for him, but to pray over him, 
Their prayer is to be accompanied with the 
“anointing with oil in the name of the Lord.” 
This, however, is not as a remedy or a phy- 
sician would have been asked to apply it; but a 
religious ceremony and a sacred act, for it is 
in the name of the Lord. . 

Third. The prayer of faith, The praying 
and the anointing did not heal this man, but 
it is the particular feature of the prayer here 
designated the prayer of faith. It is that defi- 
nite and boldly taking hold of God and claim- 
ing the fulfillment of his promises as a definite 
certainty that brings an answer. 

Fourth. The result. “The Lord shall raise 
him up.” God is the great worker here, the 
ministering elders are simply instruments, 
God confirms His own word and touches the 
suffcring body with actual healing. 

Fifth. The spiritual blessing. “If ye have 
committed sins, they shall be forgiven.” This 
is the best part of it. It accomplishes the dis- 
cipline for which sickness is often intended, 
leading the soul back ta God in penitence and 
restoration and a spiritual blessing is even 
richer and fuller than the physical. 


SATURDAY 

A Missionary Lesson.. Read Acts xiii. 1-5. 

This is a ‘story of the sending out of the 
first missionaries to the heathen. It is full of 
lessons for us. 

1, The mother Church. Jt was the Church 
in Antioch, a remarkable Church; it consisted 
of men and women of every class and race. 
It was not a narrow, conservative Jewish con- 
gregation, but large hearted and world wide in 
its sympathy. God has to prepare His Church 
at home before He can work for missions 
abroad. 

2, The men chosen as the first missionaries. 
They were the very best men in the Church. 
They were ‘the leaders and teachers of the 
Church. Their presence seemed essential to 
the very life of the Church, it almost seemed 
reckless to take them away from the little flock 
which they had gathered; one was a minis- 
ter, the other a layman. So still, God calls 
the best men for the foreign field and He 
wants not only the scholarly Saul but the 
plain and business-like Barnabas too. 

3. The call of God. They were called by 
the Holy Ghost who said, “Separate Me Bar- 
nabas and Saul for the work whereunto I 
have called them.” God must call His mis- 
sionaries, man cannot make them, but can 
only recognize them when called of God and 
help to send them forth. 

4. The part of the Church in this matter. 
The Church had a ministry too and that was 
to send the men whom God had already sent. 
There is a double sending. God does not 
want a missionary to go out on his own re- 
sponsibility, but to stand by the Church at 
home in an equal partnership of responsibility, 
prayer, sacrifice and mutual service and help.’

JESUS AND THE SABBATH 


Matthew xit. 1-13. 


Golden Text.—“It is lawful to do well on the 


Sabbath day” (Matt. xii. 12). 
INTRODUCTION 


The next event in the life of Jesus was His 
call of Levi or Matthew, the publican, to be a 
disciple. Afterwards Matthew gave a feast in 
his own home in honor of the Master, At this 
feast Christ again came in conflict with His 
enemies. he Pharisees found fault because 
He ate with publicans and sinners. Jesus told 
them that they that were whole had no need of 
a physician, but they that were sick; and that 
He had come not to call the righteous, but sin- 
ners to repentance. Next the disciples of 
John raised a question about fasting, which 
called forth the parable of the old and the new 
garments and the old and the new wine-skins 
(see Matt. ix. 9-17; Mark ii. 1-12; Luke v. 
18-26). After this Jesus started on another 
tour of Galilee, during which, among others, 
the two incidents recorded in our lesson for 
this week occurred, 


EXYUSITION 


The lesson brings before us in its two inci- 
dents the relation of Jesus to the Sabbath. It 
also contains principles which should determine 
the relation of believers to the Sabbath Day. 
The first incident shows us that it is lawful 
to take all measures necessary to maintain 
health and strength on the Sabbath, ‘Lhe sec- 
ond incident proves conclusively that it is law- 
ful to do all that it is possible to restore health 
and strength on the Sabbath Day. ‘These two 
cases fully cover all possible situations in 
which man can stand in relation to the Sab- 
bath: what more can man need than, when 
well, to have his health and strength main- 
tained, and, when sick, to have his health and 
strength restored? Therefore, as the Golden 
Text teaches: “It is lawful to do well on the 
Sabbath Day.” 


I, Jesus taught that it is lawful to maintain 
Health and Strength on the Sabbath Day (vs. 
1-8). 


The Pharisees were enemies of Jesus. They 
followed Him around in order to find fault 
with His teaching and collect evidence by 
means of which they could accuse Him and 
bring about His death. The act of the disci- 
ples in satisfying their hunger, while going 
through the cornfields on the Sabbath Day, 
gave the Pharisees a pretext to attack Jesus. 
The Pharisees added to the law of Moses pre- 
scriptions and regulation of their own. Jesus 
accused them of teaching “for doctrines the 
commandments of men.” As a sect they were 
more scrupulous about observing their own or- 
dinances than about keeping the law of God. 
The disciples did not violate the law of the 
Sabbath; but they did break one of the numer- 
ous verbal fences which the Pharisees had 
built around God’s holy Day. Christ’s answer 
was drawn in part from sacred history and in 
part rested on His own personal authority. The 
historical reply was twofold: the single act of 
an anointed but uncrowned king and the con- 
tinued service of anointed and dedicated priests. 
David's act is recorded in I. Samuel xxi, From 
the Master’s use of the incident it is probable 
that it occurred on the Sabbath. However, the 
need of David and his men was greater than 
the ceremonial regulation concerning the shew- 
bread. David, like David’s greater Son, was 


“greater than the temple.” The service of the 
priests, prescribed by law, is given in Numbers 
xxviii. 9. “Profane” means “made common”; 
that is, on the Sabbath the priests offered the 
burnt offering as on other days. The needs of 
the temple were greater than the ceremonial 
regulation concerning the Sabbath. Moreover, 
one law of God never contravenes another law 
of God; and the priests were acting under 
law. The personal and authoritative reply of 
Christ was twofold: He was “greater than the 
temple,” and “Lord of the Sabbath”; conse- 
quently, He had power to change or even 
abrogate both, as in fact He did. 

We quote a summary of Dr. Torry’s splen- 
did expositiion of Christ’s teaching: “Jesus 
showed by the Scriptures themselves: First, 
that ceremonia] prescriptions must give way 
before the needs of man they are intended to 
subserve. Second, that the demands of Tem- 
ple service were superior to the prescriptions of 
the general law. Third, that mercy was more 
than sacrifice, and so ceremonial demands must 
give way before the demands of mercy and 
compassion, Fourth, that the Sabbath was made 
for nfm, and therefore the Son of man, the 
consummation and’Head of the race, was Lord 
even of the Sabbath. As Lord of the Sabbath 
Jesus has abrogated the seventh day Sabbath, 
which was a shadow of things to come, and 
which belonged distinctly to the old creation. 
So now we have no right to judge anyone in 
respect of the Sabbath day (Col. ii. 16, 17), As 
Christians belonging to the new creation “ris- 
en with Christ” (Col. iii. 1), we keep the 
Lord’s day (Rev. i. 10), the first day of the 
week (Acts xxx. 7), Resurrection Day.. Let 
those who are under the law keep the seventh 
day; let those who are under grace keep the 
first (Col. iii, ro). 3 


IL. Jesus taught that it is lawful to Restore 
Tlealth and Strength on the Sabbath Day (vs. 
9-13). 


The former section of the lesson bore upon 
the maintenance of normal physical conditions ; 
this section bears upon the restoration of ab- 
normal physical canditions. From the corn- 
fields the conflict between our Lord and the 
Pharisees was carried to the synogogue. The 
first dispute was excited by an act of the disci- 
ples; this second .conflict was excited by a 
question of the Pharisees. Would Jesus heal 
the man among them with a withered hand? 
Would it be lawful for Him to do so on the 
Sabbath? Jesus had before this restored on 
the Sabbath day the impotent man at the pool. 
See John v. Of course He would heal the man 
with the withered hand. But before perform- 
ing the miracle He rebuked the Pharisees. They 
esteemed a beast more highly than a man. If 
an accident befell a sheep on the Sabbath Day 
they would give it assistance; but if a man 
were in affliction, they would not relieve him. 
Jesus taught them that ‘a man is better than a 
sheep.” Then Christ healed the poor sufferer. 
This miracle did three things. First, it sus- 
tained Christ’s claim of authority as Lord of 
the Sabbath. Second, it removed healing from 
secular pursuits where the Jews had put it and 
made it a part of the sacred work of the Gos- 
pel. Third, it taught the relation of the human 
will to healing. The sufferer had to exert his 
will in stretching forth his hand before it was 
restored. When he willed to stretch it out, 
he received power to do so and the hand was 
healed.

Many spiritual “suggestions will be found in 
the Expository section, but a few practical 


points may be emphasized. 
1. Sabbath observance is a vexed question

with many Christians. They are in continual 
unrest as to what is lawful and what is un- 
lawful. Every believer adjusts himself to the 
question in accordance with his early training 
and religious views. But really there is no 
Sabbath question to disturb the conscience. 
Many Christians, while observing the first day 
of the week, Sunday, have carried over with 
them questions that concern the seventh day 
—the Sabbath—alone. The seventh day was 
the Jewish Sabbath and belonged to the Law; 
but the first day, our Sunday or Lord’s Day, 
belongs to Grace. Now we are not under the 
law but under grace. As Lord of the Sabbath 
Jesus abolished it; and now believers keep the 
first day in commemoration of the resurrection 
of Christ. The first day is also the eighth day, 
the beginning of a new series, and the number 
of the new creation, Of course Sunday should 
be a day of rest of worship, and should be 
marked by cessation, so far as possible, from 
the work and pleasure of the week. The Sab- 
bath was to be observed according to the let- 
ter of the law; the Lord’s Day is to be observ- 
ed according to the freedom of the Spirit. We 
should keep Sunday as a holy day unto the 
Lord, not from a sense of duty, but from a 
spirit of love, 

2. We would emphasize the lesson in Christ’s 
command, “Stretch forth thy hand.” Mani- 
festly the man could not do this, for the hand 
was withered. But he could will to stretch 
it forth; and in the effort of will came the 
power to do. So we must co-operate with God 
in our salvation and healing. “Lord, T believe, 
help Thou mine unbelief’—that always brings 
to our relief all the resources of divine grace 
and omnipotence,

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Cuangelization of the World 


Che Stary of Gunan, By B, H. Alexauber 


You will be delighted to know about the bap- 
tisms which have taken place here. Since 1 
last’ wrote to you there have been five con- 
vetts, not baptized by myself, as since we have 
no chapel here I have not felt at liberty to do 
so; but two were baptized by the China Inland 
Mission, and three by Mr. Y. C. Chang, of Mr. 
Woodberry’s Beulah Chapel. They were bap- 
tized by immersion in the river. A large house- 
boat was hired for the occasion, and we cross- 
ed over to the other side of the river to a quiet 
spit, where they were baptized from the boat. 
We expect four more to receive that rite before 
Christmas. These are the first-fruits of Chang- 
sha. Truly the work has grown much this 
year. 

1 first visited this place in the fall of 1898. 
Was then stationed at Changteh, our station 
first opened in Hunan. I came here accom- 
panicd by a native helper in a small boat. I 
was really ignorant of the place, or else per- 
haps I should have acted differently. Along 
with my baggage I had a goodly supply of 
books, intending to sell them here in the city. 
On arriving I went on shore early in the morn- 
ing into the city to an inn without attracting 
attention, except some remarking that I was a 
Ning-po man, a term which is used to describe 
those people who live at a place by that name 
on the sea coast. The landlord did not recog- 
nize me as a foreigner at first, and T got inside 
before the people knew it. Well, after that 
1 sent my card to the magistrate, as is the 
custom, but my man returned, saying that the 
Yamen people (as they call the magistrate’s 
office) were very rude, and if I remember 
right did not return a card as is the custom. 
The landlord had found out by this time who 
I was, and was very much alarmed, especially 
more so when later in the day a man came 
abruptly in from the Vamen to say that the 
foreigner must get out, as the Governor would 
not allow him to stay in the city, nor would 
he allow me to sell books either. I was some- 
what taken back by such a state of affairs. 
Opposition I might have expected, but not just 
of this kind, for which I was unprepared. Af- 
ter telling the man that they must allow me to 
stay that night as I had nowhere to go, and 
quieting the landlord, who vowed I must go, I 
spent the night there (which, by the way, was 
Thanksgiving, the only time that I have slept 
in the city), hoping that the next day matters 
might be so arranged for me to go out on the 
streets and sell books. I had first to get per- 
mission to do so; for if not in a new place you 
would be mobbed in a short order. The next 
day was spent in futile efforts to get the offi- 
cials to allow me to sell books, but in vain. I 
was in the inn all this time, and did not dare 
stir for fear of being recognized. In the af- 
ternoon the officials sent a man with a sedan 
chair, in which I was put, escorted out of the 
city, put on board of a boat with onc man as 
escort, to send me back to Changteh. I was 
so nonplussed by the action the officials had 
taken that I had no plan in my mind, and 
therefore had, as it were, to fall into their 
hands for the time being. On my return jour- 
ney to Changtehk, however, I had time to ma- 
ture a plan, and feeling that I had not had my 
rights according to my passport, and above all, 
fecling that it was the Lord’s will for me to 
teturn, I made up my mind to do so. It was, 
I admit, a hard thing to do. It seemed like 
going against a stone-wall. Reason said, Why, 
you have been there and they won't let you 
sell hooks, and there is an end to it. But deep- 
er down, something said, The Lord sent you 
there to sell books and you have not tried. So 
going only about half way to Changteh, at the 
first place where I exchanged escorts, I deter- 





mined to hire another boat, and go right back 
again. The helper that I had with me agreed, 
and we quietly got another boat. The official 
sent his men down to escort me to Changteh, 
but I told them that I did not want them. 
‘They bothered me somewhat by asking me 
where I was going, but I dared not teil them, as 
it would never do for the officials at Changsha 
to know that I was coming back. The boat- 
man whose boat I had hired promised to take 
me back, and also agreed that I should stay 
on his boat if I so desired, while at Changsha. 
However, he must have had a conversation 
with the boatmen who had brought me from 
Changsha, for after awhile when we had start- 
ed back on our journey he began gradually to 
back down from his bargain. First he said 
that he would take me to Changsha, but I must 
leave his boat as soon as I reached there. To 
this I assented, and then he went still farther 
and said, “I cannot take you to Changsha,” and 
ended by landing me at a small place where 
there were but few boats to be had. My man 
first -eame back to say that no boats could be 
got. I said, “Never mind; we will wa'k,” al- 
thought it was a distance of two or three days’ 
journey. However, on the second attempt a 
boat was found, and off we started, arriving 
at Changsha Jate Saturday night. I had to 
lie close all day Monday for fear of being rec- 
ognized, for that would put an end to al] my 
plans. Early on Monday my man got a sedan 
chair, and I, taking some books, stepped in and 
ordefed them to carry me into the city to the 
magistrate’s office. Here the way was opened 
for me to pass right into the inner court 
without being recognized, by a slight incident, 
namely, that I had the curtain of my chair 
closed, so that the Yamen pcople thought I was 
a lady visitor and I was carriéd right into the 
inner court without first being set down out- 
side, which, when it is considered who I was, 
and that there is always a crowd of roughs 
outside, was certainly of the Lord, as I now 
was already inside the Yamen, otherwise it is 
doubtful if I should have gotten in, as visitors 
are usually set down outside while their cards 
are handed in; when, if convenient, the big 
doors are then thrown open, and they are taken 
inside. 

On my arrival they came forward to receive 
their visitor; when imagine their astonishment 
and no doubt anger as well, to find out that 
the forcigner whom they had so unceremon- 
iously sent back to Changteh, was now return- 
ed and in their Yamen. They immediately 
said that the magistrate was not in and that I 
must go back immediately to my boat, to which 
I replied that if the magistrate was not at home 
T would wait there until he returned. This 
non-plussed them for a moment, and after a lit- 
tle hesitation they escorted me to the guest- 
room, where, after a few minutes the magis- 
trate himself came in, proving what had been 
said to me on my arrival was just a lie in order 
to get me to leave immediatcly. The magis- 
trate received me very kindly and soon I told 
him my reason for visiting him. I explained 
that according to passport rights I, as a mis- 
sionary, was entitled to their protection while 
carrying on my work in their city. I pointed 
out three things in my passport: (1) The pass- 
port was granted to me, a missionary, whose 
business it was to sell books and preach the 
Gospel. (2) To travel in all places in Hunan 
(their honorable city included, ic., Changsha). 
(3) If this passport did not guarantee me the 
aid and protection of the officials, or had any 
flaw in it, they could not send me back to any 
other plice (i.e, Changteh}, but to my Consul 
at Hankow. To this the magistrate had noth- 
ing to say. How could he? It was all in 


black and white and they knew they were in 
the wrong. He had his excuses however, which 
were: (t) Mission work had never been start- 
ed in this city; to which I replied that I had 
come to start it. (2) That he could not take 
the responsibility, but would go and see the 
Governor. To this I consented, and stayed in 
the Yamen for some hours until the afternoon, 
when he returned. He then pressed me to sit 
down and drink tea, etc., but I replied that I 
did not want to do so, but would just ask him 
one question, as we had spent sufficient time 
already talking the matter over. It was just 
one word, Would they protect me or not? The 
answer came back, They would not protect. 
“That settles it,” I said; “I was in duty bound, 
first to come here and notify you of my arriv- 
al and give you the chance to do your duty; 
that you will not do so is nothing to me. I, 
however, have a duty yet to perform whether 
you protect or not; and that is to sell books on 
the street. I have them here with me and am 
going right out to tell them.” 

This alarmed the magistrate and made him 
angry. Several tricd to hold me in the Ya- 
men, but I shook them off. They tried to 
frighten me by saying that a mob had gathered 
at the Yamen doors, hearing that a foreigner 
was inside, and that I had better not go out. 
But I felt a woe within me if I did not go, and 
so making ready for the worst, out I went; 
but there was no mob, The Yamen people 
shouted for me to come back, but I paid no 
heed, and then there was a rush after me of 
all kinds and sizes, bent on protecting me from 
any harm. I did not know which way to turn 
or just what the outcome would be, but thought 
it would be best to go back to my boat and 
sell on the way. The people did not seem to 
understand what was up, and on turning a 
corner we came right up to the City Gate. See- - 
ing a good’ broad strect leading farther into 
the city I attempted to go that way, when the 
soldicrs and others who were now following 
me forcibly pushed me outside the city and 
hurried me along the river street towards the 
place where my boat was anchored. Crowds 
now began to gather, running from all direc- 
tions, but no bad words were used, and J 
managed to sell a good number of books. My 
helper had his hooks, however, snatched from 
his hands, and he could not do anything. Af- 
ter a delay in finding my boat, it was my in- 
tention then of just going on board to gct more 
books to sell, but I had no sooner set my foot 
on board than the soldiers ordered the boatman 
to move off, and in spite of all my efforts the 
boat was taken across to the other side away 
from the city, and I knew that my work for 
the present was done. The next day I went 
back to Changteh and from there to Hankow, 
where I reported my affair to the Consul, who 
asked me to write out a statement to be for- 
warded to: the Minister at Pekin. After a 
lapse of about six months I was then enabled 
to return to Changsha, this time in my own 
commodious house-boat which had been placed 
at my disposal, and a permit from the Viceroy 
to allow me to enter the city, and orders to 
the Governor and others to give me full pro- 
tection. 

Tt was in July, of 1898, that T began my first 
work in the city. It was a hard time for awhile, 
getting ihe people used to me. Crowds fol- 
lowed me wherever I went, but I only received 
rough treatment twice. Have always had an es- 
cort, at first about a dozen, but now it has 
dropped to about two or three. For the first 
year no property could be gotten for mission 
premises, and it was not until the trouble of 
Jast year that this year mission property has been 
secured, and now we have five different socie- 
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ties at work in this place, with the prospect’ of 
two thore before very long. Thus has the 
Lord blessed the work in answer to the prayer 
of many of His children that this place, the 
capital of Hunan, should be open to the Gos- 
pel. There is stil] an awful darkness in this 
province, with its estimated population of twen- 
ty millions. Thank God there are now five 
diffcrent places with foreign workers, and the 
chances are of the province being now more 
fully opened than ever. I like the Hunanese. 
There is, I think, more in them than in the or- 
dinary Chinaman. They have so long resisted 
the Gospel; and why? Because they were 
wedded to their idols, more so perhaps than 
any part of China. It is to be hoped that these 
who have thus worshipped idols with such fer- 
vency may now have their devotion turned in- 
to the right channel, to the glory of God. 

My work is still out among the people. I 
Hke it. It is trying at times to be jostled in 
the crowd, but there is nothing like it to spread 
the Gospel. You may preach a long or a short 
time as the opportunity affords, and get plenty 
of questions fired at you in between. It thus 
helps you to know the pcople’s need, just what 
they know, and what they do not know. 

What are the prospects for China next year? 
T cannot say. All seems to be well at the pres- 
ent and it is the missionarics’ harvest time. 
We need much prayer that we may be faith- 
ful. Our mission, I am glad to say, was per- 
haps never. so united, and a feeling of confi- 
dence in the Board’s administration at home. 
A plea has been sent for more workers. Truly 
we need them. The stations about Wuhu not 
properly manned, and the West, ic. Kansuh 
and Thibet work left untouched.

And we arc 
expecting still greater things in the future. We 
want to thank you for your prayers, and ask 
you to continue to bear up before the mercy 
seat, these dear boys whose souls are precious 
to our Lord Jesus. 

A few months ago the Lord scemed to lead 
Mr. and Mrs. Duckworth to take up work in 
another station, so they are not with us, The 
crying need for workers on all sides is often 
the reason of changes in the work. “Pray ye 
the Lord of the harvest that He will send forth 
laborers into the harvest.” 

Anyone who is at all familiar with work in 
this Jand of sin and sickness will readily un- 
derstand that among nearly five hundred boys 
there are always sick ones. For months past 
dear Miss Peter has had the care of the sick, 
but béthg much worn in the work, she has been 
compelled to go to the hills for a season of rest. 
We have looked over our entire staff of work- 
ers to see if some one could not he spared 
from another station to come and fill this va- 
cancy, but there seems to be no one; so al- 
though our own duties in other parts of the 
work are many, yet we have had to ask God 
for more grace and strength to take up this 
added.duty of the oversight of the care of the 
sick. 

‘The cool season is now coming on and we 
are in need of a new supply of bedding for the 
hoys. Tle has promised to supply a‘) our necd. 
So we are trusting for this need. Wiil you add 
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this to your prayer list? In answer to prayer 
God has given us fifty cots which met a pres- 
ent need, and so in various ways we are real- 
izing His tender mercies are upon us. 

This is a feverish time of year, and we have 
some sick ones, but considering the number of 
children, the percentage is smail. 

The ‘school work is encouraging and our 
hearts rejoice as we see these boys being de- 
livered from the ignorance that prevails in this 
heathen land. 

Mr. and Mrs. MeKie are most faithfully 
pushing the industrial work, and in spite of 
the many difficulties are cheerfully laboring on. 
This is a most important part of the work 
among the boys. For in India as well as in 
America, “Satan finds some mischief still for 
idle hands io do.” We helieve God will call 
many of the children to become preachers of 
the Gospel, but those who are not must be 
taught some way of earning a livelihood. 

Our hearts were deeply moved at one of our 
recent Sunday services, as we listened to the 
God-given message from our Brother Andrews 
to the boys.

Chiliren and Bong People 


Wownsan, Korea, Aug. 11, 1903. 

My dear little friends:—I wonder if you 
would not like to have me take you in imagin- 
ation for a trip in Korea? Taking for grant- 
ed that you say “Yes,” I am going to ask you 
to start with me from my house, which is on 
the top of a high hill in Wonsan and overlooks 
the Sea of Japan. 

Out on the lawn is the sedan chair in which 
we travel, It is a very comfortable wicker 
chair closed in at the bottom like a basket and 
with a seat that lifts up so that a number of 
small articles can be stowed away in it, such 
as the lunch for our midday meal, gossamer, 
rubbers, and so on. Running through small 
iron rings on the side of the chair are long 
poles, and at either end cross bars arranged 
with ropes so that two coolies can travel at 
each end, one between the poles and one out- 
side like our tandem team, only I am sorry that 
we have to use men to do the work that in our 
land horses do for us. These men are 
very bright and in their own poor way 
seem to enjoy themselves, and as a rule 
are quite anxious to make our journey 
comfortable. 

But they have the chair all ready, so 
we must go out, and here we find the 
donkey we are to take along, already 
loaded with our bed and box contain- 
ing food, books for sale, and the few 
articles of clothing we must take. We 
are borrowing Mr. McRae’s donkey 
this time, and so you see rather a bet- 
ter-cared for animal than we sometimes 
get. A big boy with his hair in a braid 
down his back, is ready to lead him 
and now we get in the chair and start 
off down the hill, while our natives 
who are always so interested in all we 
do, bid us “Travel and come in peace.” 
They will pray for us too, while we are 
gone, and we know God will answer 
the truce carnest prayers. 

Down we go through the Japanese 
settlement and then away through the 
long narrow street of the Korcan town 
which is something like three miles in 
length. On the way we are joined by 
the native evangelist of our Wonsan 
church, who goes to preach to the men 
we will meet in our travels, and to 
help look after our things. When we 
leave Wonsan we have a good road 
with rice fields on either side of the 
way and in the distance hill after hill, 
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lady.” We talk a little to them and here one 
or two little girls are very attentive, while we 
try to tell them about Jesus and how He 
died to save them. They say, “We don’t know 
about that here; all we know is to worship 


“evil spirits.” 


By the time we get our supper over and 
talk a little to some of the women it is late 
and time for us to get to bed, for we want to 
be up at daylight and get started before the 
day is too hot. In the morning our donkey 
must be fed and his load arranged after we 
finish our breakfast, and then the inn-keeper 
has to be paid, and it is about seven o’clock 
before we finally get started. 

Today we climb a high mountain about 1,500 
feet above the sea level, and how lovely it is in 
its summer dress! We get out at the top and 
walk part of the way down gathering wild 
flowers of many varieties which alas, soon 
fade in our warm hands and have to be thrown 


house, who is always glad to see us, and tells. 
us she wants to be a Christian. This time she 
learns nearly all the hymn, “Jesus loves me,” 
although she has never yet leained to read. 
Her mother has heard the Gospel several times. 
and seems interested, but is not yet willing to 
be a Christian, so the poor girl has not much 
to help her to be good. 

The next day is Sunday, so we will stay 
where we are and preach to all who come to 
see us. We have a lot of visitors and many 
listen well, but so far there is not a Christian 
in this large town where the Gospel has been 
preached for some years. In the afternoon we 
go to see a poor old woman who is very sick 
and find she remembers what she heard when 
we were here a year ago. Her son is with her, 
a man about forty, and his son, a boy of per- 
haps fifteen. We sce the boy’s mother too, 
and some other women. We urge the poor 
old woman to trust in Jesus that Ile may take 

her to heaven for we see that she can- 








not live very long. She promises that 
] she will, and we believe she means it 
and trust that all that family will soon 
be Christians. We go back to our inn 
and see more visitors, old and young, 
and spend the rest of the day telling 
them of Jesus, and in the evening we 
sing a little and show them some Bible 
pictures which they always enjoy so 
much and we hope may help them. 

On Monday morning we start again 
and this day we will only go twenty- 
three miles, for here we find a large 
market town and a good inn for the 
night. Again we open our cot, get sup- 
per, and then spend the evening receiv- 
ing our visitors and telling them why 
we have come. The next day we start 
early and by dinner time are at the 
village where there are a few Chris- 
tians who have been expecting us for 
some time. They are very glad to sce 
us and give us the best room they have,. 
which you may not think very nice, 
but soon you will be so interested in all 
the people that I am sure you won't 
mind the little low-roofed room with 
mud walls and no furniture at all ex- 
cept a low sort of table and the cot 
we have brought. Such lots of chil- 
dren come to see us, for no foreign 
woman ever visited this village before 
and they must see the strange sight. 
If they would wash their faces and 








for Korea is a land of mountains and 

we are seldom out of sight of them. 

Tt is a pretty ride and as our coolies 

trot along we look around and cnjoy the 
scenery and thank God for letting us be His 
messengers to the people who, while they live 
in such a lovely land, are so ignorant in their 
own lives and do not know the God who made 
all these beautiful mountains and valleys. 

The first day we want to travel thirty-three 
miles, as that is about a good day’s work for 
our coolies and donkey, and we have a vil- 
lage here that provides us with a fairly com- 
fortable inn. On the way we meet Hannah, 
my Bible woman, who went on a week ahead 
and was to wait for us. We were delayed 
a day in starting, and so she was coming back, 
but we meet her and turn her back with us. 
She has secured a room that she assures us is 
clean, and we have learned not to be too criti- 
cal; so in we go and soon our folding cot is up 
and we are settled for the night. And now the 
children from ail the homes near by gather 
around the door for, although we have been 
here a number of times before, they are appar- 
ently never tired of gazing at the “foreign 
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away. Tiger lilies ‘are very abundant here, 
and we have quantities brought to us by our 
Korean friends. Today we want to try and 
find an old Christian woman who did live 
near the foot of this high mountain. So we 
start for her house over another hill where 
there is only a narrow foot-path so that our 
chair coolies find it hard to get along. On the 
way we rest under the shade of some trees 
near which is a nice cool spring, so we get 
out our junch and with cold water to refresh 
us soon dispose of all we have with us. But 
the natives must wait until they get to a house 
where rice can be cooked, for they know noth- 
ing of any kind of cold lunch but rice, and that 
is not very substantial for travelers. 

We find our village but not the woman, for 
she has moved, and so we only stay until our 
natives have dinner, and then on we go, ar- 
tiving in the afternoon at a large town where 
we have been several times before. We find 
the inn where we always stay and get a warm 
welcome from the little girl of fourteen in the 


comb their hair we would like them 

better, but they don’t think of that. 

Some of them too have on so few 
clothes that we think them hardly decent, but 
in spite of all these things they are little peo- 
ple whom Jesus loves, and we want Him to 
help us to love them too even with the dirty 
faces and rude ways that many of them have. 
One day Hannah was telling us how, when she 
was going to send the children away because 
she thought they would bother us, she remem- 
bered how Jesus rebuked His disciples and 
said, “Suffer little children to come unto Me 
and forbid them not, for of such is the king- 
dom of heaven,” and so we say, “Help me to 
love like Thee.” 

We stay in this village several days and ev- 
ery day we have these little folks come to see 
us. On Saturday we tell them that if they 
will wash their faces and comb their hair they 
may come in on Sunday and we will show 
them the Bible pictures we have brought. So 
they come and we try to think their faces are 
clean because we know they have tried to 
make them so, although to us they still look 
rather grimy. Poor little things, they know 
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nothing of Jesus and all the sweet things we 
have heard all our lives, but they listen and we 
try hard to make them understand a little, and 
ask Jesus to let it go into their hearts. 

Now are you too tired to go about ten miles 
farther, while we stop at three other places? 
If not we will go over another pretty road, 
along a river and through fields of grain up 
to a little village where we stay for a night. 
Hannah meets a little girl and asks her if she 
knows where the “people who believe in Jesus” 
live, and she says, “Why yes, my father is 
one.” Dear little soul, we hope she soon will 
be one too. There are two young men here 
who have become Christians very lately, but 
ail the people receive us nicely, and before 
we leave in the morning we have a bonfire 
burning all the idols or “devils” as they call 
them that they have worshipped in this house 
where we stay. ‘he next day we go a few 
miles farther and that will be the length of our 
journey for this time. A lot of visitors come 
again and we talk and urge them to believe 
and then we must Jeave them, hoping and pray- 
ing that they will give up all the worship of 
evil spirits and learn to trust in Jesus. Go- 
ing back from here we are caught in the 
rain but our coolies get wetter than we do and

PHILADELPHIA, PA. 

Anniversary services of the Philadelphia 
Branch of the Christian and Missionary Alfli- 
ance was held at the Headquarters, 20th Street 
above Spring Garden, Tuesday, January rath. 
Severa} speakers and workers were present 
during the day, including Mr. Philpott, of 
Hamilton, Canada, Mr. Nardi, evangelist, Mr. 
and Mrs. Williams, of Lansdowne, and Mr. 
Herr, of Lancaster. The opening service was 
devoted chiefly to prayer and waiting on God, 
after which Mr, Nardi spoke to us of his work 
among the ltalians in this and other cities. 
lie was followed by Mr. Philpott, who gave us 
@ very practical and helpful talk from the 37th 
Psalm, “Fret not,” and Matihew vi. 26-34, 
showing that fretting was needless and also 
useless, and really ought to be branded as sin 
for it “tendeth only to evil doing” (Ps. xxxvii. 
%, R. V2). 

The services were well attended, especially 
in the afternoon, when the chapel and rooms 
of the Home were thrown open to accommo- 
date those of like precious faith who gathered 
to hear the word of God spoken in power and 
demonstration of the Spirit by Rev: Kenneth 
Mackenzie, of Westport, Conn., who was the 
principal speaker of the day. His subject in 
the afternoon was along the line of the four- 
fold Gospel, giving three fundamental princi- 
ples concerning divine healing. First, Recog- 
nition of the will of God (Matt. vi. 10); sec- 
ond, Our conferred authority over the forces 
that afflict us (Deut. xxxili. 27, fc; Luke x. 
19); third, The process of receiving divine life 
by His own Word (Ps. cix. 25-30; John vi. 
63). At the close of the service a goodly num- 
ber remained to be anointed, according to 
James v, 14, 15, and others to reccive the full- 
ness of the Spirit. 

An interesting feature of the afternoon serv- 
ice was the encouraging report of the work in 
connection with the home, which is not only a 
centre of spiritual life and blessing for many 
weary, burdened hearts and tired, distressed 
bodies, but it is also a “house of prayer for all 
the mations.” In this there is much cause for 
praise and thanksgiving to God, first for the 
work's sake in giving out and living out the 
precious truths of the full Gospel, and second- 
ly for the faithful and self-sacrificing lives of 
those who stand at the head of the work and 
minister the grace of God in truth, 

Mr. Mackenzie spoke again in the evening on 
the “Threefold aspect of the Sonship of Je- 
sus.” It was a day of marked interest and 
blessing throughout, and cannot but tell for the 
future prosperity of the work. 

Mrs. Sarah G, Beck and others were identi- 
fed with the beginning of the Alliance work in 
this city, and prior to the organization of the 
Philadelphia Branch. The patient, prayerful 
and efficient service of those years has brought 
much fruit.

A little Jewish boy 
who had been sick so Jong with malarial fever 
that it turned into dropsy, and was a most dis- 
tressing sight to look upon, was carried to the 
mission for them to pray for him; they did so 
and he was immediately healed and walked 
home, and went to school the next day. At 
another time an old woman came to them in 
great trouble, Both of her hands had been for 
a long time paralyzed, and to all appearances 
dead. They persuaded her to confess her sins, 
and while they were praying for her she was 
instantly healed. As soon as she could fully 
comprehend what had happened, she went 
around among the people showing her hands 
and declaring how God had healed them for 
Jesus’ sake. She went into the home of a 
Jewish woman who was a bad cripple and full 
of hatred toward the Christians. She told the 
story of her healing to her. The poor crippled 
sinner was convicted arid sent the woman to 
ask the missionaries {o come and pray for her 
in Jesus’ name. They did so and she was 
saved and healed right there, and walked down 
the stairs she had been carried up many years . 
before, So God is lifting up His long rejected 
Son by showing them they can only be saved 
and healed through Ilis ‘Name. She pleads for 
more laborers in that precious field, and the 
means to build a Home and place of worship. 
Who will help restore Jerusalem and prepare 
its people for their coming King? 

Rev. Isaac L. Hess, of South China, pleads 
for its perishing millions with the “tongue of 
fire.” He said he did not come there to enter- 
tain the people, but to enlighten them con- 
cerning their responsibilities, possibilities, lia- 
bilities and disabilities, in regard to missions. 
He warmed them of the awful consequences of 
dscouraging any who were inclined to heed the 
Master’s call, or were ignoring His command 
in their own lives by refusing to go, or tieglect- 
ing to help with their means. 

Ife had much of this world’s goods in houses 
and Jands and bank stocks, which he sold, put- 
ting all into the Lord’s treasury, and resigning 
his position as director of a bank, with his 
dear wife left a home of luxury to go to China 
on the same allowance the other missionaries 


do. 


At 4 p.m. he led a children’s meeting, teach- 
ing them the first principles of mission work. 
He also gave the closing message in the even- 
ing, which was gladly responded to by an offer- 
ing of four hundred and fifty-one dollars, 
pledged for missions by a congregation of 
about forty people, some of whom had given 
pledges at the New York Convention. 

This, with ihe one hundred and twenty-six 
dollars pledged at the convention here last 
spring, gives the sum of five hundred and sev- 
enty-seven dollars for the present year, from 
this little band, who have been able to hold 
tegular mectings but one year.

Africa 


There are now 6,838 preaching stations in 
Africa, and the number of foreign missionaries 
laboring on the continent is 3,051. 


A memorial hospital to Dr. Livingstone, the 
great missionary explorer, has been erected 
by his daughter, at Zomba in Central Africa. 


A short time ago Bishop Tugwell preached to 
a congregation of over 1,200 people in the Yo- 
tuba country. “Eleven years ago a savage, 
ignorant, bloodthirsty, human-sacrificing pop- 
ulation, content with their present condition, 
and desiring no interference from or inter- 
course with other peoples; today po§sessing 
one of the largest and best built churches in 
the Yoruba country, which was filled from 
end to end with people, eager to hear and to 
learn, to say the least of it; many of whom 
were baptized and communicants. What a story 
some of those old grayheads could tell of 
murders and torturings and burnings, and hu- 
man sacrifices, and seductions with their con- 
sequent house-burnings, and many other do- 
ings of which they are now ashamed! Today 
they sit quietly among the congregations, and 
can join in our grand old hymn, ‘We praise 
‘Thee, O God; we acknowledge Thee to be the 
Lord. All the earth doth worship Thee,” 


The condition of the girls in Central Africa 
is touchingly described by Gertrude Ward, a 
missionary of the Universities’ Mission, as fol- 
lows: “Shall we teach them reading ?—They 
have not literature or books of any kind. Writ- 
ing?—-They have no occasion to use it. Arith- 
metic?—They have no accounts to keep, and 
are not as a rule required to count higher than 
twenty. Sewing?—Their clothes are the loose 
draperies thrown gracefully around them, and 
they do not require a single stitch, Laundry 
work is unknown and unneeded, each person 
washing her own draperies in the river, and 
drying them in the sun; housework scarcely 
exists, the people’s houses being little mud huts, 
to shelter them from wild beasts; they contain 
no furniture and few utensils, and the people 
live almost entirely in the open air.’—Ex.

In a speech on the “Reform of Mohammedan 
Education,” which was delivered to about 2,- 
ooo Mohammedan delegates, who were assem- 
bled at Delhi at the recent Durbar, some re- 
markable statements were made as to the teach- 
ing and policy of Islam. The speaker com- 
plained that no attempt is made in the educa- 
tional life to improve the morals of the boys, 
or to bring before them the eternal truths of 
the faith. “As a rule,” he said, “prayers are 
but rarely repeated, and when said not one per 
cent. of the boys understand what they say or 
why.” 

Then he complains that during the recent 
famine no national effort was made to save 
Moslem children, or to bring up the Moslem 
orphans of famine-stricken parents in some 
specially technical or elementary schools. “This 
surely,” he exclaims, “was a public duty which 
could never have been neglected in a’ healthy 
society.” There must be an awakcning in In- 


dia, the stronghold.of Islam, when her leaders 
begin to speak and think like this —Missionary 
Review of the World. : 


Dr. Cuthbert Hall visited many of the mis- 
ison fields of the world in 1902. He came face 
to face with their real needs. He says:. “As 
from the midst of suffering, error-stricken In- 
dia I look back at the church at home, it seems 
to me as if the realization of her duty to the 
world is most imperfect and inadequate. The 
perennial temptation of the church at home is 
to be satisfied with her local prosperity and to 
be immersed in her local interests. Her world- 
view is deficient. Too few of her members 
consider what the stewardship of the Gospel 
means as the church has received that Gospel 
from the pierced hands of her Lord and Mas- 
ter. Too few of her ministers have made it 
their business so to study the world and its 
needs as to acquire a world-wide view and to 
be stirred with the passion for world-evangeli- 
zation.”

Writing from Landour, North India, Mr. W. 
H. Greet says: “The native State of Teeree 
Garhwal is a country unreached with the Gos- 
pel. Preaching tours throughout the State are 
possible if preachers have power to climb as 
well as to preach. Tours have been made in 
times past in some parts of the State by work- 
ers of the nearest missions, but the State as a 
whole lies untouched. Four years ago in 
London we picked out its map, and, following 
after the will of God, we are working here. In 
the nearest villages they say that ‘shikar’ (hunt- 
ing) sahibs come for bears and leopards; in 
the farther ones they know of ‘compassi’ men 
(compass men—surveyors) sent by Govern- 
ment to spy from the heights that divide their 
wide valleys, on the sides of which their hun- 
dreds of villages lie; but a preacher of the Gos- 
pel they do not know. ‘Do no preachers come?’ 
I asked in one of many places. ‘Oh, yes,’ an- 
swered the man I spoke to, ‘pandits and Brah- 
mings visit us.’ He only knew of preachers of 
Hinduism. For some time we have been sup- 


ported while pioneering, but of late we have . 


been made to feel our inability to work alone. 
We are asking the Lord and His people ‘Where 
are the calls for Teeree’s help?? and ‘Where 
are the answers !’” 


We hear from Shanghai that the isswes—as 
distinct from actual circulation—sent out from 
the Bible Society there into the different prov- 


inces of China during the first nine months 
of the present year have amounted to a total 
of 898,000 copies of Scripture. 


Nevertheless, for every person in China who 
has a Bible there are about two thousand who 
have none; for every person who has a New 
Testament, there are two hundred and fifty 
who have none; for every person who has a 
single copy of one of the Gospels, or other 
small portion of Scripture, there are forty who 
have none. So the work is only commencing. 
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Japan 

In Japan the well-to-do have almost always 
in their houses one room called the “chamber 
of the inspiring view.” Its essential is a beau- 
tiful view, but taste is catholic in Japan, and 
the delightful view may be a blossoming cherry 
tree, a glimpse of a river, a miniature garden 
or only the newly fallen snow. In this delight- 
ful country they gct up parties to visit the ma- 
ple trees in the glory of autumn color or the 
fresh, untrodden snow, as in this country one 
gives theater parties and dinners. Mushroom 
hunts are a fashionable diversion, and verse 
writing and harp-playing are occupations which 
in the estimation of these eternal children, be- 
fit the gentlewoman when she is within doors. 
—Exchange.

During the fast fourteen years, Christianity 
has made great strides in Japan. There are 
now about 120,000 entolled Christians in that 
country, of whom a third are Protestants, and 
the rest are divided between the Greek and 
the Roman Churches. The Christians, how~ 
ever, exercise an influence altogether out of 
proportion to their numbers. They have never 
had less than four times their proportionate 
number of members in the Diet—the Japan- 
ese Ifouses of Parliament. In the House of 
Commons, the President, or Premier, is a 
Christian, also one of the Cabinet Ministers, 
Three per cent of the army officers are Chris~ 
tians, and the commanders of several warships, 
Three of the great Tokio dailies are largely 
in Christian hands, and several others have 
Christian editors. From 2,500 to 3,000 Japan- 
ese leave the Christian schools every year, after 
an average course of four years. Their influ- 
ence is increasingly felt, so much so that Bud- 
dhists have taken to forming rival young men’s 
associations, women’s and children’s societies, 
and charitable institutions and schools accord- 
ing to Christian patterns. Two judges of the 
Supreme Court of Appeals are also Christians. 
In fact, Christianity now stands on the same 
footing as Buddhism or Shintoism, the old 
faiths of the country. Yet not so long since 
the Christian missionary pursued his work in 
Japan at the peril of his life.

Of the 1,500,000,000 human beings 
that are supposed to inhabit the earth, 
3,000,000,000 are non-Christians. Of 
these, some 6,000,000 or more are 
Jews, 200,000,000 Mohammedans, and 
about 800,000,000 heathen. A surpris- 
ing disproportion in the arrangements 
of missionary societies olaims the at- 
tention, if we compare the relative 
number of missionaries at work in 
these three great missionary fields. 
The 6,000 missionaries labor almost 
exclusively among heathens and Ori- 
ental Christians, Some forty societies 
work entirely among the Jews, and 
seventeen of these in London. For 
the 200,000,000 Mohammedans, the 
nineteenth, the so-called “missionary 
century,” accomplished almost noth- 
ing. The Scottish mission in Cis- 
Caucasia, and the Basel mission in 
Trans-Caucasia, which, during the first 
half of the last century were at work 
among the Mosiems on the island of 
Malta, and a similar mission in Cape 
Colony, lasted but a little while. Hen- 
ty Martyn, Dr, Pfander, Dr. Zarem- 
ba, Dr. Kolle and other enthusiastic 
missionaries to the Mohammedans, 
had no successors who were able ener- 
getically to continue their work.
